be u n settled . V. H. Church, head o f 
the weather bu reau , said he wo uld no t 
be su rp rised if a lo wer temperature 
wo u ld again set in after to mo rro w. 
Yesterd ay the (v o id est weather 
in 
Ru shv ille sin ce Febru ary o f 
1 897 was 
ex p erien ced . At that time thermo me­ 
ters reco rd ed a temp eratu re 
o f twen­ 
ty -three d egrees -belo w zero . Many 
Ru shv ille p eo p le remember 
that per­ 
io d o f sev ere co ld . 
Su n d ay the temjjeratu re did no t 
fall sho rt o f* hit tin g thac m a riT ^ fle 
mean av erage o f all o f the tempera­ 
tu res reco rd ed in the 
city is abo ut 1 6 
belo w 
zero . 
So me thermo meters 
sho wed o n ly twelv e 
belo w while o th­ 
ers were as lo w as twen ty . The mo st 
reliable thermo meters in the city did 
n o t fall belo w six teen. 
There was a change o f thirty d e­ 
grees in twen tv -fo u r ho u rs.

mo re marked than

which has 
been ex p erien ced in Ru shv ille 
this 
win ter. 
Flu rries o f sno w fell all mo rn in g 
an d y esterd ay mo rn in g a heav y 
sno w 
fell. 
It is the first sno w o f an y 
co n­ 
sequence this win ter. 
Plu mbers are d o u btless the bu siest 
men in the city . They wo rked 
all day 
y esterd ay to allev iate in a "inall 
way 
so me o f the tro u ble ex p erien ced 
in 
mo st ho mes. Water p ip es were 
fro z­ 
en an d mo st resid en ts feared their 
ho mes wo u ld be flo o d ed when

thaw came. 
Ice. ska tin g is better in the v icin ity 
o f Rushv ille than it has been in y ears. 
At the head gates p o n d the skatin g

J. C. Ko lsem, wh o was appo inted re­ 
ceiv er o f th e bank by Ju dge Fo rtu ne, 
gav e $200,000 bo nd and th e bank was 
tu rned o v er to h im by th e state au ­ 
dito r. Mr. Ko lsem pro mised to h av e a 
statem ent fo r th e depo sito rs and sto ck­ 
h o lders with in two weeks. 
Geo rge Krietenstein, wh o was ap­ 
po inted receiv er fo r th e Real Estate 
Bu ilding and Lo an asso ciatio n, gav e 
bo nd fo r $10,000 and was tu rned o v er 
th e bo o ks and acco u nts by th e state 
au dito r. 
Frank Fisbeck, appo inted as 
receiv er fo r th e German Sav ings and 
Lo an asso ciatio n, accepted th e po si­ 
tio n and info rmed th e co u rt th at h e 
wx rald qu alify . 


SET PRECEDENT

Report Submitted to Congress Today 
Proposes the Creation of a General 
Clearing House Association Under 
Direction of President For Purpose 
of Sustaining Commercial and Pub­ 
lic Credit of the Country . 


Washington, Jan. 8. — Representing 
four years’ labor in studying the finan­ 
cials systems of this and the principal 
countries 
of 
Europe, 
the 
national 
monetary commission’s report outlines 
a plan for the establishm ent of a Na­ 
tional Reserve association, the selec­ 
tion of the governor of which is to be 
left to the president, the secretary of 
the treasury, the secretary’ of agricul­ 
ture, the secretary of commerce and 
labor, and the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency, being ex-officio members of the 
board of directors. 
The committee in its report, which 
was sent to congress today, makes in­ 
teresting comment on the purposes of 
the system, its probable effects and on 
the question of control. 
“In providing for the creation for 
specific purposes of this new repre­ 
sentative organization it has been the 
aim of the commission to follow In its 
distribution of powers and control our 
governmental structure and to co-ordi­ 
nate independent and local district or- 
ganizations through an effective cen­ 
tral agency for mutual co-operation,” 
says the report. 
“Il this respect, as 
well as in its functions, the National 
Reserve association differs radically 
from the conception of a central bank 
on European lines. 
Its sources of au­ 
thority are democratic and not auto­ 
cratic. 
Instead 
of 
overshadowing 
banks, it is their representative; its 
controlling forces are individual banks 
who impose policies upon and grant 
powers to its managers. 
“The National Reserve association 
is made the channel through which lo­ 
cal banking institutions exercise their 
federated powers. 
It is in effect an 
evolution of the clearing house ideJL 
extended to include an effective cen­ 
tral organization. It is not a bank, hut 
a co-operative union of all the banks 
of the country with very limited and 
clearly defined functions. 
First, It 
holds a portion of the cash reserves of 
the banks of the United States with 
provision for their use only for specific 
purposes; second, it is granted the 
power to issue circulating notes under 
strict governmental regulations: third, 
through the m aintenance of Its own 
reserves and the character and extent 
of its resources, it is required to sus­ 
tain the credit or the banks and of the 
country under all circumstances. 
All 
of its operations are confined to or in­ 
cidental to these purposes, the only 
exception being the transaction of its 
business as the financial agent of the 
government of the United States. 
In 
times of trouble it takes individual 
hanks from a condition of helpless iso­ 
lation 
and 
dependence and 
places 
them in a position where their integ­ 
rity 
and 
independence 
is 
assured 
through an unfailing sonrce of sup­ 
port. 
It is outside of and supplemen­ 
tal to the existing system and not a 
competitor in any sense with existing 
banks. It provides for an equality of 
privilege and advantages to all banks, 
great and small, wherever located. 
Its dominating principle Is co-opera­ 
tion and not centralization. 
Its or­ 
ganization is of a form and nature that 
will effectually prevent the control of 
its operation by political or other in­ 
terests, local or national. For obvious 
reasons the National Reserve associa­ 
tion is required to keep it* assets in 
liquid form and its rediscounts, dis­ 
counts and investments are confined 
to short term paper or government se- 
c urries.

sides the four sudden deaths in the 
Flannagan house, Mrs. Hannah Cur­ 
ran, the sister of Mrs. Flannagan, and 
three other occupants of the house, 
were taken sick on Saturday, and the 
officials are divided in their opinions 
between ptomaine poisoning, cyanide 
and coal gas as the cause of tire-sud­ 
den deaths. 


BIG VESSELS TOSSED 
BY THE WINTRY GALE 


Battleship Fleet Crippled On 


Way to Cuba. 


Norfolk, Va., Jan. 8.—In the storm 
that swept the entire Atlantic coast 
Friday practically every ship in the 
Atlantic fleet, now en route to Cuba 
was damaged. 
So far only two lives 
have been reported lost and both of 
these were from the cruiser Salem 
which is now creeping along the coast 
on her way to the Norfolk navy yard 
The two men who lost their lives <»u 
the Salem were Taylor Bagwell of Bell 
Haven, Va., and Herman Goldstein of 
New York city. 
Ten other men who 
were caught by the same wave that 
washed their Ie: s fortunate shipmates 
overboard were picked up from the 
deck by comrades. 
These men, it is 
said, fell face downward on the deck 
and managed to remain on the ship 
by grabbing hold of chains and the 
railing. 
Sixteen other men, it is re­ 
ported, were injured by being thrown 
about the ship. 
The cruiser, wallow­ 
ing in the high seas, was first up and 
then down, and the men were hurled 
with terrific force from one side of the 
ship to the other. 
The cruiser Dixie was hard hit by 
the storm and she is reported to have 
been completely disabled. 
The Dixie 
was further down the coast than-th e 
Salem, and she is being towed into 
Bermuda by two battleships. The bat 
tleship Delaware lost two lifeboats 
and the steam launch, and the Connec­ 
ticut, W ashington and Birmingham 
also suffered. 
The Delaware, one of 
the latest dreadnaughts of the navy, 
strange to say. appears to have suf­ 
fered more than th® Connecticut and 
some of the smaller ships. According 
to reports received here the Delaware 
suffered in proportion almost as much 
damage as the Salem and Dixie, but 
did not lose any of her crew. 
The wind, it is said, reached a ve­ 
locity of seventy miles an hour, and 
seas were so high that w ater poured 
down the smokestack of the Salem and 
some smaller vessels. 
Wild rumors 
of warship® having gone 
down during 
the storm are denied by naval officials. 
Not a single ship was 
lost, and the 
cruiser Birmingham, which was re­ 
ported sunk, pulled through 
th® storm 
with less damage than some of 
th® 
bigger vessels.

PROPOSED PACT 
IS SLUMBERING 


It Was Put to Long Slesp 


When Reciprocity Failed. 


OEATH BLOW TO THE PROJECT 


Defeat of the Reciprocity Measure Re­ 
sulted in the Shelving by Great Brit­ 


ain of the Proposed Treaty With the 
United 
S tites Establishing Closer 
Commercial Relations Between This 
Country and Canada. 


W ashington, D. C., Jan. 8.—In the 
recent 
discovery 
that 
the 
defect 
of that measure has resulted in the 
shelving by Great Britain of the pro­ 
posed treaty with the United States 
establishing a joint committee to reg­ 
ulate railroad and other public utilities 
doing business in Canada and this 
country, a new and far-reaching effect 
of the rejection of reciprocity by Can­ 
ada last fall was disclosed. 
There is now no doubt that this im 
portant project is dead. At the British 
embassy it is admitted that it is “slum­ 
bering,” with no signs now apparent 
of its repose being disturbed so far as 
England is concerned. 
On equally 
good authority it was further learned 
that the triumph of the forces oppos­ 
ing reciprocity was the death blow to 
the project so much desired by both 
the Taft and L auder administrations. 
These anti-reciprocity forces were ex­ 
tremely active in England as well as 
in Canada, and their victory* at the 
Canadian polls has now resulted in the 
British government shelving the ne­ 
gotiations for the joint International 
commerce commission. 
The United States can do nothing 
toward bringing the m atter to life, as 
the treaty was offered to Great Britain 
by this government. 
In the absence 
of any reiponse from the British gov­ 
ernm ent the state department can do 
nothing but fold Its hands and wait. 
Present indications are that its waiting 
will be In vain until the policies rep­ 
resented by Sir Wilfred L auder again 
come Into th® ascendancy ta Canada.

wet for 
the gathering of corn. 
This eondfc 
fiou p reented 
the grain from drying 
out as it should and much of that 
which was gathered, was lost as it 
moulded and 
decayed. s The 
grain 
must be reasonably well dried when 
p laced in the crib. 
Until less than a week ago there 
has been but little freezing weather, 
and to work in the fields 
w as p racti­ 
cally imp ossible. 
The farmers could 
not even get the fodder to feed stock 
and have been comp elled to feed clo­ 
ver and timothy hay p ractically all 
I the time.. 
Stock was p astured just 
as long as p ossible. 
Many farmers, who raised consid­ 
erable corn sold the major p art of 
his hay some time ago, exp ecting to 
feed his stock fodder the greater p art 
of the fall and winter with the result 
they are running short of hay and 
many will be comp elled to buy at the 
city 
markets before . long 
if 
the 
weather does not allow them to get 
the corn and fodder p ut up . 
A retired farmer, of this city, savs 
that he does not remember in all his 
long exp erience of a fall and early 
winter that has been as hard on the 
farmer so far as corn is concerned 
at least, as has the last few months. 
He says that he would not think of 
allowing men to work in his fields un­ 
der the conditions that have p revailed 
in the last few weeks. “Ten p ounds 
of mud to each of the men’s feet and 
a team and wagon mired in the mud 
would be the result of an attemp t to 
gather com ” was the way the veteran 
fanner p ut it. 
Now that the freezing weather for 
wliicl; the farmers longed had arriv­ 
ed, it is so cold that 
work in the 
fields is out of the question.
